available. 

In any case it must be realised by the 
population of the Saorstat that, if any real 
effect is to be produced on the unemployment 
problem by industrial development, new 
industries must absorb sixty or seventy 
thousand men and women in occupations suit- 
able for adults: so far the Government has 
hardly touched the fringe of this problem 
As a matter of fact, every economist knows 
that no Government is likely to have any 
better success with the unemployment 
problem than Mr. Thomas had as Minister 
of Unemployment in the Labour Government, 
when he accomplished precisely nothing. 

People like myself who would welcome a 
return to a diet of oatmeal, potatoes, butter 
and buttermilk, and woollen homespuns for 
clothing, would whole-heartedly support the 
agricultural policy of any Government hold- 
ing out such a prospect. Most unfortunately, 
the mass of the population, even including 
the “mountainy men ” whose ideas so power- 
fully infinence the ballot box, are whole- 
heartedly in favour of tea, white bread and 
fat bacon as articles of diet, silk and cotton 
as staple clothing fabrics, and American 
films, wireless sets, motor cars and grama- 
‘phones as means of amusement. I notice 
that even dancing as the cross-roads bears no 
‘more resemblance to old Imsh dancing than 
the republican leanings of our ardent iots 
“do to the ancient kingdoms of Ireland. Just 
“as fashion and modern ideas and slavish 
jmitation of the foreigner have led to a cry 
for a republic—a form of government un. 
known in this country except during. the 
brief. period of Cromwell’s sway—so, Í fear, 
the same influences will defeat the wholly 
laudable efforts of our politicians to reform 
our diet, clothing and amusements. 

I venture to ask every politician to consider 
whether it is possible to get more out of 
a pint pot than you put into it, except by 
blowing up the froth, In fact, the Only 
possible way of increasing the wealth of 
this country is to increase the total value of 
its products. What those products are is 
immaterial; but they must have a steady 
market either within the country or outside 
it. The instability of industrial markets is 
notorious. A new invention, a change of 
fashion, labour troubles—away goes your 
‘matket.—Yours, etc.,

SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

In the report, read by the Hon. Secretary 
(Miss L. O. Rowlette, B.A.), it was stated 
that at the very close of the last summer 
term, when many of the members of the 
Committee had already gone on ay, 
notice was sent by the Board of Secondary 
Education of the sudden and drastic chan 
in the programme for 1932-35, making Irish 
compulsory for ali new recognised perils, 
and stating that it should also an 
obligatory subject of examination for Leav- 
ing Certificate pupils from the year 1954. 
An eme committee was at once sum- 
moned, and a deputation of these ‘members 
—Dr. Badham, Miss Bewley, and Mrs 


masters’ Association, and, together with 
representatives from that body, wait upon 
the Minister for Education. 

In presenting their case, the members of 
the deputation said :— | 

“We desire to make it clear that our 
attitude to the teaching of Irish is not an 
anti-national one. We have accepted with 
entire loyalty our status as citizens of the 
Irish Free State, and one of our chief aims 
in the direction of our schools is the train- 
ing of our pupils in the ideals of citizenship. 
We resent the scqgestion sometimes offered 
that we are less Irish in our sympathies and 
outlook than those who pin their faith to 
the revival of the Irish language. 


DEPARTMENT’S MOTIVE. 

“We realise that the motive inspiring the 
Department’s regulations as regards the 
teaching of the Irish language is the desire 
to encourage a national spirit, and, as such, 
we respect it, At the same time we believe 
that, while it may fairly be considered an 
open question whether a strong national 
spirit is in ary real sense dependent on a 


national language, the methods adopted 
by the Ministry of Education can 
never achieve this aim. We believe 


that compulsion, as evidenced in the history 
of our own country, when applied to any 
intelligent and orderly section of the com- 
munity, is always an enemy to progress, and 
defeats its own ends. 

““We have regretted the indirect measure 
of compulsion hitherto applied to secondary 
schools, and would venture to point out to 
the Department of Education that in com- 
‘pelling children to learn Irish where it is 
contrary to the wish of their parents they 
are creating an atmosphere of hostility to 
the language which it will take years to 
dissipate, 

“irish is a difficult subject for children 
to learn who do not come of Irish-speaking 
wry and who have, therefore, no in- 
ertted aptitude for the language, and the 
difficulties confronting the teackine will be 
enormously increased if neither parent nor 
teacher is allowed any option in determining 
whether the pupil is or is not to learn Irish, 


FINANCIAL DIFFICULTIES. 
“ We desire also to draw your attention to 
the fact that not only are schools at present 
working under serious financial difficulties, 
but that a reduction in Government grants 
will mean that some members of our staffs 
will be deprived of incremental salaries, and 
will be rendered ineligible for pensions. 
“ We most earnestly ask you to consider 
the injustice involved in making the present 
ae ban of teachers dependent on 
conditions which some schools ma i 
impossible ie fulfil.’”’ eo 
t was, further, pointed out that in their 
schools there were pupils whose parents were 
aliens, temporarily resident in the Free State. 


There were others —- whose rents 
lived abroad, where the children ala 
later join them. Other pupils were 
those who had returned to this 
country to complete their education... In 


all such cases ‘no useful purpése would seem 
to be served and considerable hardship would 
be involved by forcing these pupils learn 
Irish. It was suggested that the regulation 
should pay apply to the children of citizens 
of the Irish Free State, and should not apply 
to any who entered Irish schools for the first 
time after the age of fifteen. 

A certain number of children, it was 
pointed out, find linguistic study difficult. 
and Trish especially so. hey could never 
hope tó acquire the good working knowledge 
considered essential by the Department. The 
purpose of the Department would be served 
if the heads of schools were allowed some 
power to discriminate in such cases, and if 
the Department would allow, say, 20 per 
cent. of new pupils to be treated as special 
cases, 

We understand, said the representatives of 
the Association, that the number of schools 
in which the percentage of pupils learning 
Irish is jess than BÓ is a very small one. We 
ask that the case of each such school should 
be considered individually before determining 
in each case what percentage of pupils might 
be considered a reasonable number for the 
school year, 1932.'33, and ensuing years. It 
is our belief that our schools can only render 
their best servicé to the nation if the different 
conditions prevailing in them are taken into 
account and a reasonable measure of freedom 
accorded to the heads of schools to determine 
the curriculum to be followed. 


THE MINISTER'S REPLY. 
In his reply to the deputation the Minister 
said he was not in a position to promise any 


general concession, but he ised to take 
into consideration the points raised, and 
suggested that individual schools which 


found themselves seriously aflected should 
make representations. 

The policy of the Government, he said, is 
to make Irish a spoken language. It is a 
case now of proceeding with it or dropping 
it, because the results hitherto are insuffi- 
cient. Our schools must endeavour to realise 
the fact, that the language must have a 
reasonable place in the curriculum. It -is the 
policy of both parties and the will of the 
people. 

Hí the contention, that Protestant head- 
masters and headmistresses are willing to co- 
operate with the Government s policy is true, 
there should be something more to show for 
it. It is their duty to encour an Irish 
spirit in the schools; at present the Ministry 
is in the position of financing some schools 
which do not regard Irish seriously, It is 
the aim of the Government to restore the 
spoken Janguage, and to secure ultimately 
that the teaching of all subjects shall be 
through the medium of Irish. 

The Minister said that the case of possible 
hardships to masters and mistresses by losing 
increments would be carefully considered. 
The Association now strongly recommended 
that individual schools which found them- 
selves seriously affected by the new regula- 
tions should represent their cases to the 
Minister for Education, for it is not likely 
that any considerable modification of the 
scheme as a whole will now be contemplated. 
Proposing the adoption of the report, Miss 
N. L. Scott said that when a new language 
was forced on pupils some other language 
was driven out. That meant that French or 
Latin must go, It was impossible for the 
average student to learn English, Irish, Latin 
and French, as well as mathematics, now a 
compulsory subject.

TRIAL FLIGHT.

LIMBING to a height greater than any 
aeroplane carrying two occupants has 
eet yet i » the ''Houston- 
Westland”’’ biplane, purchased for the flight 
the summit of Mount Everest has success- 
hais conipleted its “ aceeptance"’ trials, and 
is now dismantled and packed ready for ship- 
ment to India. 

With Mr. H,.J. Penrose, chief test pilot 
of the Westland Company, at the controls 
and Air Commodore F. M. Fellowes, 
leader of the expedition, in the observers 
cockpit, the aeyoplane went up to a level 
where the thermonretéts registered more then 
a hundred degrees of frost, and the air was 
so thin that, without the oxygen breathing 
apparatus, the flyers would rapidly have died. 
At the highest nóint, the barograph registered 
38,800 feet. This was later corrected in cal- 
culation, after making allowance for pre- 
vailing temperature and atmospheric pressure, 
to slightly more than 35,000 feet. The con- 
tract between the constructors and the ex- 
edition ‘stipulated a “ceiling” .of 34,000 
feet, a condition which, therefore, was easily 
fulfilled. 

The aeroplane carried the full load of fuel 
and equipment, which will be needed for the 
actual flight over the world’s highest moun- 
tain, “When it left the ground it weighed 
4,870 pounds. The greatest height was reached 
in 74 minutes from. the start, and there 
in a few minutes of level flight, the aeroplane 

imteined a speed oí 140 miles an. hour— 
a noteworthy achievement a es and 
‘ehging in, dl mOspherid, condition, that pre- 
AN the tae fe g Co ‘developing móre than 
a fraction of full power. ugh the tem- 
peratures experienced were actually lower 
than need be expected in flight over Everest 
itself, pilot and observer were comfortable 
in their electrically-heated gg and the 
oxygen gear worked admirably, Mr, Penrose 
declared that the controls worked perfectly— 
inevitably an anxious point in flight through 
icy, rarefied air so high above the earth— 
and that he was warm enough to take off his 
goggles during the long descent, Clouds over 
the aerodrome at Yeovil lay in a single bank 
at about 4,000 feet up; at its service 
“ceiling’’ the aeroplane flew more than 
30,000 feet above them. 

On the following day Squadron Leader the 
Marquess of Clydesdale, chief pilot of the 
expedition, himself took the ‘‘ Houston- 
Westland ” to more than 30,000 feet, accom- 
panied by Lieutenant-Colonel L. V. S$. 
Biacker, who will be chief observer on the 
fight over the Himalayas, He found 
““everything O K,” and the work of dis- 
mantiing the craft for packing was begun 
immediately after his descent. 


POWER FOR THE CLIMB. 


Heart of the aeroplane, and most impor- 
tant mechanical partner in the enterprise, is 
the Bristol ‘‘Pegasus’’ supercharged 8.3 
radial engine. Exactly similar to the motor 
fitted to the aeroplane in which Mr. Cyril 
Uwins set the new world’s height record 
of 43,976 feet, the ‘“Pegasus”’ 8.3 
units fitted to the ‘‘ Houston-Westland ”’ 
and to the expedition’s second aeroplane (a 
standard Westland ‘‘ Wallace” specially 
modified for the flight), are truly remarkable 
engineering preducts. . Designed especially for 
high altitude work, the standard S83 delivers 
its maximum output of 580 h.p. at a height 
of 13,800 feet, enabling power to be main- 
tained at a high level, even in the thin air 
above 30,000 feet. This attribute of the 
engine is reflected in the rapid climb to great 
heights of the heavily laden expedition 


ae. Calculations show that the. machines 
should fly over the peak of Everest at a 
height of some 35, feet within about 


eighty minutes of leaving the base aerodrome 
at Purnea, nearly 150 miles away. 

Like the motor employed by Mr. Uwins, 
the 83 units fitted to the expedition’s air- 
craft have a slightly larger impeller in the 
supercharger than the. standard unit and 
higher compression; otherwise they are 
exactly the same as the standard engines now 
Leing produced. in quantity for use in this 
country and abroad, 


SURVEY AND PRESTIGE, 


Within the next two or three days the 

“Wallace,” which will be piloted over 
Everest by Flight-Lieutenant D. F. McIntyre, 
will also be put through test flights, though 
the complete success of the ‘‘ Houston- 
Westland ” trials makes unnecessary a climb 
to the specified height of 34,000 feet. 
Tit biedtatel afterwards the aeroplane will be 
dismantled and packed. 
The objects of this great aerial adventure 
are threefold—conquest of Everest, aerial 
survey, photography and mapping of the 
mountain and its surroundings, and a de- 
monstration that even the world’s highest 
peak is not an insurmountable barrier to air 
transport, Further, . successful accomplish- 
ment of the flight will do much to enhance 
British national prestige and the reputation 
of British aircraft. and aero engines. ' 


AFRICAN  AIRWAY 
TRIUMPH. 


Nearly a year ago passengers were first 
carried on the Imperial Airways route all the 
way from London to Cape Town, To-day Sir 
Eric Geddes, chairman of the company, and 
Major Wood Humphery, managing director, 
have just completed a flight all the way along 
the line which has proved to them beyond 
dispute the success of this latest venture in 
imperial transpertation.. From Cairo to the 
south the airliners are plying with full loads. 
Between Caireo and (Central Africa machines 
at present on the servicé barely suffice to 
ca the passengers! who wish to travel. 
Mail and. freight loads are heavy, and im- 
portant rearrangement of the company’s fleet, 
followed probably by general expansion of 
the service, will take place soon. 
Already the first step has been taken. The 
giant Handley Page Type 42 biplane, 
‘ Helena,” in which the Imperial chiefs made 
the journey to Cape Town, will be retained 
in Africa to operate between Cairo aad Kenya. 
She is one of the “ Western” class of these 
big four-engined craft, carrying on the cross- 
Channel routes 38 passengers in two big 
saloon cabins, In Africa her working capacity 
is not likely te be less than: thirty, 
which means a considerable increase in 
the seating accommodation offered. 

“- Helena ’’ is the first airliner to complete 
the service flight through Africa. She left 
Cape Town on Wed ay last week north- 
bonad for Cairo, with a big load on board, 
and was scheduled to make the trip straight 
through before beginning work on the Cairo- 
Kenya service. In a telegram received the 
other day in London Major Woods Humphery 
expressed his own and the chairman's appre- 
ciation of this fine aeroplane and its four 550 
h.p. ‘“‘Jupiter’’ motors, which completed 
the journey without the slightest trouble. 
On the way south “ Helena ” was sent 
aloft on important demonstration flights at 
Dar-es-Salaam, Salisbury, and Johannesburg. 
At Salisbury the Governor, Sir Cecil Rod- 
well, and several members of the Rhodesian 
Cabinet, went for a flight of fifty miles. 
Everywhere the big ‘plane, which is the most 
comfortable landplane airliner yet put in 
commission anywhere in the world, earned 
the compliments of those who flew in her. 
She is the largest flying machine ever seen 
south of Central Africa, .

The following statement was issued by 
the Great Northern Railway Company 
yesterday :— 

‘Certain statements have appeared in 
the Press, purporting to be opinions ex- 
pressed by Mr. Watters (N.U-K.), as to 
the cause of the accident involving the 
9.0 a.m, train from Dublin to Belfast on 
Wednesday last. 

“ The train was driven by Inspector A. 
Hanratty, a trained driver, with 30 years’ 
footplate experience, while the acting fire- 
man, B. Hand, district locomotive super- 
intendent at Dublin, is similarly qualitied. 

‘It ig not the practice of the Great 
Northern Company, or of any other com- 
pany, to inspect the running lines twice 
daily. Under normal circumstances, patrol- 
‘ing of the lime is carried out only once 
daily, and not at all on Sundays. The 
gang responsible for the maintenance of 
the lines at Dromiskin- were on duty dur- 
ing the forenoon of Tuesday, 30th ultimo, 
and, normally, the line would not have 
been examined again before the following 
forenoon. At week-ends the line is  in- 
spected on Saturday forenoon, and again 
on Monday, so that early trains on Mon- 
day forenoon are frequently run over 
ines which have not been inspected for 
two days 

“ An official examination of the site 
leaves no doubt that a rail was removed 
‘rom each of the lines—the gap in the 
“up line still exists—while the rail re- 
moved from the ‘down’ line, on which 
the accident occurred, was found two- 
thirds of the way down the embankment, 
/in uncamaged condition, and is the only 
rail in that line affected by the derailment 
which is not badly damaged.’’

NO THROUGH SERVICE. 


The Great Northern Railway Company 
yesterday made no attempt to run services 
by road or rail to Belfast from Dublin, 
and the line, therefore, was at a complete 
stand-still.

WOOLWICH INDICTED.

A CHARGE of espionage, involving in 
extreme cases a minimum penalty of 
fifteen years’ imprisonment, has been 
brought against fessor Eydoux, the 
well-known head of the Ecole Poly- 
technique in Paris, the famous French 
military academy. 

The indictment of the professor was 
published this afternoon, and the trial 
before the Special Tribunal for the Defence 
of the State begins to-morrow. 

The indictment alleges that Professor 
Eydoux, with his secretary, Mile. Bonne- 
fond, entered Italy on August 21st last and 
proceeded to Treviso, whence they made a 
series of excursions to Postumia, Opicina, 
Caporetto, and other places on or near the 
Yugoslav frontier. i 


MAPS AND SKETCHES. 


Their conduct aroused suspicion, and 
after being followed for some time they 
were arrested on September 4th. 

At the moment of arrest, it is alleged, 
the professor was found to be in possession 
of photographic material, field glasses, 
maps, and various sheets of paper on which 
he had taken notes and made sketches 
about bridges and roads. 

It is further alleged that Professor 
Eydoux has confessed that he. came into 
Italy with the express purpose of getting 
information of interest to his country, 
from the military point of view. 

The indictment concludes by defining 
the charge as “ having procured, for 
purposes of military espionage, informa- 
tion which, in the interests of the security 
of the State, ought to remain secret.” 


INVISIBLE ‘INK. 


This charge, it is understood, is not of 
the grave nature which would incur a long 
term of imprisonment. 

Mlle. Bonnefond, the professor's secre- 
tary, who is included in the indictment, 
states that she had nothing to do with the 
alle activities of the professor, but 
admits that she took part in the excur- 
sions and took photographs. She is also 
stated to have been found in the possession 
of chemical products which she is alleged 
to have admitted were medicinal, but could 
also be used for making invisible ink.

Coming to the effect of exchange control 
and the necessity for international agree- 
ments, he said that there was in America, 
fortunately, a very real appreciation of 
the importance of the matter. 

“The best news, in my opinion, that 
has come from the other side of the water 
for a long time is that of the invitation of 
Mr. Roosevelt to our Ambassador in 
Washington to pay him a visit before he 
came here to confer with His Majesty's 
Government. ' 

“That may be a departure 
ordinary practice, but I consider that it 
was the act of a man of courage, a man 
of good sense, who appreciates the im- 
portance and desirability of making a 
contact as soon as possible; and I, cannot 
help feeling that that act of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s is one good augury for the 
progress of the conversations in which we 
shall shortly be engaged. 

Turning to the question of economy, the 
Chancellor said, “ In my view any sub- 
stantial increase in the present level of 
taxation would be a disaster of the first 
poy jt woe : 

H they were faced with the necessity 
either of some considerable increase in 
taxation or substantial reduction of ex- 

nditure, he would feel himself justified 
in appealing to the people of the country 
once more for sacrifices. 


PENSIONS SAFE, 

“ We might have to go to fields that we 
have not touched yet. We might have to 
consider pensions, on which there have 
been no cuts up till now. But nobody wants 
to do that. 

'“ Demands of that kind would be a 
calamity in themselves, and I cannot think 
that any Government would dare to con- 
template them unless in the case of the 
direst necessity, and much as I desire to 
reduce taxation, greatly as I think the 
country needs reduction, I should say that 
reduction bought at such a price was 
bought too dearly. 

“ Therefore, I say that unless conditions 
‘undergo some radical change for the worst 
we shall not touch pensions, nor shall 
we consider any increase in the rate of cut 
which is now existing.”’ 

It was his intention continually to sub- 
mit every department of Government ex- 
penditure to the most searching examina- 
tion. 

“ While we cannot expect to save tens 
of millions of pounds by economy, there 
are economies which can be made. Indi- 
vidually none of them may be of a very 
striking character, but put together they 
make a substantial sum, and it would be 
the duty of the Government to show the 
House of Commons and to show the country 
that’ we will not tolerate unnécessary ex- 

nditure until it is possible again to re- 

uce taxation.” | 

In a reference to housing, Mr. Chamber- 
lain said that the Government have de- 
termined to bring to an end the subsidies 
on new houses brought in by the Act of 
1924. He looked forward to a great de- 
velopment of house building by private 
enterprise in the near future.

HORSE AND DOG. 


The Times to-day in a leading article 
says:—The ‘‘tote”’ problem will be 
among the first to greet the House of 
Commons when it returns to work next 
week, and the anenviable difficulties with 
which it presents the legislator will de- 
serve discussion in a more practical mood 
than partisans on either side have yet 
been willing to hear. Those who think 
that betting can be suppressed by sup- 
pressing all the possible occasions for bet- 
ting have a task before them . that 
stretches to infinity. Their view may be 
left on one side. Betting, in itself, is no 
offence at law, and the State 1s only 
concerned to see that the gambling habit 
shall not be stimulated by © interested 
parties to a degree which threatens the 
well-being of the community. How far the 
State should intervene is, in fact, the 
question that has been put to the Royal 
Commission, and the real difficulty pre- 
sented by its interim report—for the so- 
called ‘‘ tote’’ clubs have no friends—is 
to determine the right attitude of Parlia- 
ment towards the growth of betting 
machines on greyhound courses. 

‘The proposition to be put forward by 
the dog-racing interests is that the law 
shall be altered in such a manner as to 
allow organised gambling by the aid of 
the ‘‘ tote’’ on new dog tracks. Seven 
years ago none of them existed. Upwards 
of :180 exist to-day, and many more are 

rojected. All have been placed to tap 
arge centres of population. They have 
been devised, beyond any question, because 
they have promised, and proved to be, 
gold mines for their promoters, and the 
return to their promoters has been derived 
directly and iisedtie from the large ex 
penditure on betting by the public which 
they were designed to attract. 

Horse-racing, self-governed, never had 
to look to Parliament for control. How 
statutory control—a sort of rationalisation 
—is to. be forced on the free commerce of 
dog-racing may pass the wit even if 
Parliament to say, but until that happens 
what basis is there for an extension of the 
‘tote ’’? And what is left to the analogy 
with horse-racing but a certain superficial 
plausibility ? 

It is not by this line of argument that 
the champions of an, extension of the legal- 
ised ‘‘ tote’’ are likely to convince the 
Legislature. They would do better to 
make it clear that they abandon both 
the analogy of horse-racing and any claim 
to profit from the means of betting pro- 
vided on the tracks. The real crux of the 
case which they can present to Parlia- 
ment is the bookmaker, who would flourish 


with the old, but dubious, distinction 
which the law makes between cash an‘ 
credit betting. So far the Royal Com- 
mission has not pronounced on the book- 
maker, and it will be well if there is 
truth in the current belief that its final 
report may be expected soon.

VESUVIUS GROWING 
ANGRY. 


SERIOUS ERUPTION 


PREDICTED.

ROME, Friday. 


A grave warning that a serious eruption 
of Vesuvius may take place was uttered 
by Professor. Malladra, Director of 
Vesuvius Observatory, this evening. The 
warning is contained in a communique on 
the earthquake shocks which have been 
felt in the Vesuvius region during the day. 

The Professor states that these are due 
to the resumption of activity by the vol- 
cano. Two hundred shocks were registered 
during the day, and this evening Vesuvius 
is hurling showers of incandescent stones 
into the air, watched by thousands of awe- 
struck citizens in sie TH and by the 
peasants in the surrounding villages. 

“ After two years of absolute repose, 
Vesuvius has resumed activity since 
January,” the communiqué states. “ This 
activity is steadily increasing. The shoeks 
began yesterday, and the worst, registered 
at 1.33 p.m., shook the entire observatory. 

Professor Malladra sg ages that the fire 
cone in the crater, which provides an out- 
let for smoke and flame, is decreasing in 
size. If it decreases farther some other 
outlet will have to Be found, as happened 
in 1929, when the volcano blew another 
outlet for itself, and poured boiling lava 
on the village of Perzigno. Professor 
Malladra takes a grave view of the situa-

Lord Londonderry, which 's 
5,796 tons, and the other vessels over 5,000 
tons are the Dunaff Head, Kenbane Head, 
Fanad Head, Torr Head, and Melmore Head. 
The company’s vessels trade to, all 5 
of the world from Belfast, Dublin, and Cork, 
but particularly to Norta Atlantic, the Baltic 
and Continental ports. All the: ships are 
at present in commission, and during the 
shipping slump very few of the vessels were 
laid up, which is a tribute to the enterpris- 
ing management. 
The Ulster Steamship Company was 
founded in 1877 by the late Mr. J. A. M. 
Heyn and the late Mr. F. L. Heyn. Its first 
steamer was the Bickley, and the first vessel 
to receive the name Head was the Fair 
Head, built at the Queen’s Island in 1878, 
The company was originally in the Baltic 
trade, but later on extended its ramifications 
to the Atlantic.

“ SOLIDARITY.” 


Mr. Gilbert Lynch congratulated the 
workers on their solidarity in the present 
crisis. He said that they had demon- 
strated that, no matter what boundaries 
politicians wished to put up, the workers 
recognised Ireland as one entity, and that 
they were the only class that could bring 
about a united Ireland. 

Referring to the de-railing of the Great 
Northern Railway train he said that, so 
far as the leaders and the men were con- 
cerned, they knew nothing more about it 
than what had appeared in the newspapers. 
They had always believed in the sanctity of 
human life, He added that the eyes of the 
working-class all over the civilised world 
were upon them, and they who had the 
honour of carrying the standard wished to 
do so clean and untarnished. 

Mr. J. Stobbie said that bread and 
butter did not enter into the calculations 
of the railway companies at times of 
negotiation. They wanted always to 
balance their budget, and they usually 
came to the workers to do it for them. 
They had come once too often. 

If they accepted the dictatorship of the 
railway companies they would be placed in 
the invidious position of accepting two 
different rates of pay for the same work on 
the one railway. If the companies got the 
ten per cent. “cut” established in 
Northern Ireland now, when April came 
they had won the battle for the rest of 
Ireland. 

Mr. F. P. Harte said that it was amply 
demonstrated in this fight that all the 
men, North and South, ‘vere standing 
together. 

Mr. C. D. Watters said that he could 
assure them that from one end of the 
affected systems to the other, there was 
complete paralysis of the railways.

MOTOR VEHICLES OF 
TYPES AND AGES, 


One result of the Great Northern Rail- 
way strike has been a marked increase in 
the volume of road traffic between Dublin 
and Belfast. 

Private cars which had been more or 
less withdrawn for the winter season have 
been called into service, and are being 
used by many whose business takes them 
frequently across the border, 

Motor trucks and lorries of Various 
makes and ages are conveying goods which 
are urgently needed in border towns and 
beyond them. 

For all of this additional traffic the 
Customs. authorities in the Irish Free 
State and in Northern Ireland are giving 
every facility, and persons passing to and 
fro experience very little delay. Com- 
aiabchalt travellers are using lorries to 
carry “‘skips’’ to small towns, and appear 
to be doing business, although some diffi- 
culty will be found in delivery orders if 
the strike continues. 

There was a good deal of police and 
military activity in the neighbourhood of 
Dundalk yesterday, but no untoward 
incidents were reported. 

For the convenience of travellers who 
require to cross the border outside official 
hours, special arrangements will be made 
by the Customs authorities on either side 
provided they receive a request to grant 
facilities.

RAILWAY UNION'S OFFER. 


A significant statement was issued to- 
day. by the joint. Of the two rail- 
way unions affected—the National Union 
of Railwaymen and the Associated Loco- 
motive Engineers and Firemen, in which 
they declare their willingness to consider, 
any offer made to them by the railway 
com panies. 

On the Northern section of the Great 
Northern. system fairly extensive pro- 
grammes of trains were arranged and 
carried out with success. The company 
also ran a goods train to Portadown. 
Indeed, the officials to-day made the best 
show since the strike began. 

The service to Lisburn, at frequent in- 
tervals, was well maintained and proved 
useful. There were also trains to Porta- 
down, Banbridge and Dromore. 

The company’s “bus service is being 
operated with great success, All the men 
remain on duty and have resisted both 
the blandishments and the pressure of the 
anton Police ‘are on duty at the Belfast 

erminus, but there is no interference by 
the strikers. : 

After a visit by pickets from Portadown 
the National Union of Railwaymen staff at 
Annaghmore went on strike last evening. 
No trains passed through and the Englis 
mail was not received. Several thousands 
barrels of apples are held up in the 
farmers’ houses, awaiting shipment to 
Great Britain, and if this is not soon 
effected there is danger that the fruit may 
deteriorate. The station is being guarded 
by police. 

There was little change in the strike 
situation in Cookstown to-day. The 
London, Midland and Scottish ‘bus 
services are running normally, and 
to-day’s pork market was not affected. 
The regular buyers were all in attendance, 
and the only reminder of the strike was 
the absence from the market yard of the 
usual railway wagons which are run from 
the adjoining railway premises for pork 
consignments. To-day the pork was sent 
to Belfast by motor lorry. 


ARMOURED CAR ESCORTS 
HOCKEY TEAM. 


The Ulster men’s hockey team, which is 
to meet Leinster in Dublin to-morrow, 
made the journey to Dublin to-day by 
omnibus, and had the novel experience cf 
being escorted for a considerable distance 
by an armoured car, manned by Free 
State soldiers. Shortly after they crossed 
the border, outside Newry, a member of 
the Civic Guard boarded the ‘bus, and in 
conversation turned out to be an old 
hockey player who assisted Naas about 
twenty years ago. 

At Dundalk there was a change of 
guard, and again at Drogheda, where 
three members of the same force joined 
the party. Between that place and Dublin 
the *bus was followed by the armoured 
car, 


L.M.S. SKELETON SERVICE. 
The skeleton service on the Larne 
section of the London, Midland and 
Scottish seems to be working smoothly. 
There is a notable improvement in the 
running times of the trains and the 
manner in which they are handled. . 

This morning inquiries showed that the 

bus services are being maintained to the 
full, and up to the present there seems 
to have been no attempt to intimidate 
the employés, 
At Larne Harbour the Stranraer 
steamer, carrying the usual complement 
of mail and light goods, was in good time.
